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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II in the reply filed on 5-14-2007 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims have all been 
examined and no further burden is thus imposed of the examienr. This is not found 
persuasive because applicant has amended the claims in a manner not anticipated by 
the examiner, and as now written, were not searched in the breadth as now proposed. 
Applicant has amended claim 18 to provide a display for displaying a battery log. 
However, which battery log is not defined. It is written broad enough that it could be the 
battery in the programmer or in the medical device. The examiner's initial search did not 
take this into account and thus, the examiner would be starting the search completely 
over not only the elected invention, but the non-elected invention as well, which would 
be quite burdensome based upon the time remaining for the examiner to complete the 
case. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 40-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Thompson 
USPN 6,167,303. Thompson at column 2 lines 25-28 teaches that it was known to shut

down select logic blocks and or analog blocks (modules) in IMDs with telemetry units. 
(Column 1) not being used at particular times. The implication being that clock signals to 
other blocks are maintained as they are in use. Although not explicitly stated, using a 
microprocessor in the IMD with control data for controlling such shutdowns would have 
been obvious. Applicant's recited logic circuits such as awake and disable circuits for 
telemetry blocks, pumps etc. are well know portions of IMDs to be disabled during non 
use periods. To have used the Thompson described method of selective clock 
disablement to those particular circuit blocks in such a manner would have been 
obvious. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5-14-2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant has failed to consider the teachings in the background of the 
invention which clearly teaches the concepts of shutting down various blocks to 
conserve energy.
